Claim Objections 

1. Previous objection to claims 4 and 16 is withdrawn in view of Applicant's amendment 
filed March 22, 2005.

2. Previous rejection to claim 17 under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph, is withdrawn in 
view of Applicant's amendment filed March 22, 2005. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-2, 4-10, and 12-19 (renumbered as 1-17, respectively) are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 9, and 16 are allowed because the closest prior art, Bork (US Patent Number 
6,255,800) and McCarthy et al. (US Patent Number 6,693,517), either singularly or in 
combination fail to anticipate or render obvious a vehicular adapter including a WLAN (wireless 
local area network) module electrically coupling with a wireless communication device 
(radiotelephone). The adapter further including a common I/O plug for connecting to a common 
I/O jack of the radiotelephone and separate audio cables (audio in and audio out) for connecting 
to separate audio jacks of the radiotelephone, in combination with all other limitations in the 
claim(s) as defined by applicant.
